Tl’e attention of Government has lieen drawn 
to the unsatisfactory state of affairs that has 
lieen prevailing for some time past in the" 
administration of the Baduria niuni(;i])ality 
in tthe district of the 24-l*arganaH.

The 
Chairman and^ hhe Vice-Chairman, although 
their party is in a minority, would not res^n

so us to remove the deadlock, and the party 
in opposition has not also the two-thirds 
majority necessary for their removal. Nor 
would the parties agree to come to a mutual 
understanding in the interests of the rate¬ 
payers whom it is their duty to serve. 

2. The financial imndition of tfhe municipa¬ 
lity is not sound as is evidenced by the Audit 
Report of the municipality for the year 1936- 
87, wliich shows that the liabilities exceeded 
flic a.sscfs liy Hs. 8,408. The present Medical 
Gfficcr and his salary have been made the 
subject of violent party faction. It is report¬ 
ed that, if the jiresent sitnatiun continues 
mucli longer, the dispensary will have to close 
down. Its funds arc reported to be already 
iusiifficienl for meeting the Medical Offiew’s 
salary and for supplying a proper stoirk of 
medicine. During his visit to the inuniei- 
palily in Decembor last, the District Magis¬ 
trate found that the municipal staff had not 
been jiaid their salaries for four months, and 
that us a result they had gone on strike and 
a ooniplele deadlock liad ensued. He also 
found that the tax durogu had been suspended 
by tlie tOmirmun with the result that there 
had been no ccdlecti^ii of faxes for about a 
monlb and a half. In bact there ajipears to 
have been a complete (leadlock in tlie muni- 
eipul udniinist rut loll to tbe great snttering 
and iiiconvenienco, of the residents of the 
municijNiIity. 

8. The conduct of boflli the parties ujipeiirs 
to (iovcriiniciit to have been in utter disregard 
of flieir statutory duties and tbe interest of 
the ratcjiayers, and it is clear fliat the Muni¬ 
cipal Ooniniissiouers liave shown their iiicom- 
jiclcncy to miuiiige the affairs of the niuiiici- 
pality by allowing party spirit to paralyse 
tbe municipal admiuistnition. In the circum¬

(•7) If the President leaves India without resigning his office as 
President, lie shall be deemed to have resigned from the date of his 
dcjiarture from India. 

8. Yarntion of office .—(/) A member shall be deemed to have 
viie.ated his seat on the Committee— 

(rt) if he become.s bankrupt or insolvent or suspends payment or 
|■onl)lolInds with his creditors; 

(A' if he is. eoiivictcd of any offence which is punishable under the 
Indian Penal Code and is under the provisions of the Crimi¬ 
nal Procedure Code noii-builable; or 

(r) if he is absent from meetings of the Committee during a period 
of three consecutive mouths without leave of absence from 
the f'ommittee. 

The Central (Tovernmeiil may after such inquiry as it deems 
nece.ssary declare that the President has vacated his office and the (%>m- 
mitb*c shall Iherenpoii elect another niemher as President. 

9. Time and place of meeting*. —(7) The President may at an.> 
time call a nitH‘ting of the Committee and shall do so if a requisition fur 
that purpose is presented to him by four other members. 

(2) The meetings of the (hnnmittee shall, unless the President in 
any ease otherwise directs, la* held at Dhanbad. 

10. Notice of meethigx .—Not less than seven clear days before any

Provided that in cases of urgently an emergency meeting may he 
summoned at any time by the President who shall inform the other 
members of the .subject matter for discussion and the reasons for which 
he considers it urgent.

IJ. Tresiding at meeting *.—The President shall preside at every 
meeting of the (Jomniittee at which he is present. If the President is 
absent from an.v meeting the members present shall elect one of their 
number to preside over the meeting and the member so elected shall at 
that meeting exercise all the powers of the President. 
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12. Quorinii .—No basinets shall be Iraiisacted at u lueetintr of the 
Coniiiiiltee unless at least four members are present: 

I’rovicled that if at any meeting less than four members attend the 
President may adjourn the meeting to a date not less than seven days 
later and inforin the members present and notify other members that 
he proposes to «lis]»o.se of the busine.ss at the adjourned meeting irrespee- 
tive^ of a <|uorum, and it shall thereupon be lawful to dispose of the 
business at sueh adjourned meeting irrespeetive of the number aitend- 
ing.

27. Muintenanre and loctiUtm of Rrscuc Stations. — (1) The Com¬ 
mittee shall establish and maintain one Re.seiie Station in the .Tharia 
coalfield and one Rescue Station in tiie Raniganj coalfield. 

(2) The Stations shall he located- 

(a) for the Jharia coalfield at the junction of the Jbaria and Sijiia 
roads near the Imperial Rank of India: 

(h) tor the Raniganj coalfield near Asansol. 

28. .XppoiriLment of Superintendents .—Each Rescue Station shall 
h<! placed under the coijtrol of a competent superintendent who has been 
fully trained in rescue w’ork and has either been employed in rescue 
work prior to the commencement of these rules or has had five years' 
practical experience of underground work in a mine. 
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29. Appointment of Imtructors. —(i) Not less than three competent 
inatructors shall be employed at every Bcscuc Station to train rescue 
workers. 

(2) The Superintendent of the Station may be included as an 
instructor for the purpose of sub-rule (1). 

(>7) At least one instructor shall always be in attendance at the 
Station and one instructor shall be appointed to take charge of the 
Station in the absence of tlie Superintendent. 

30. Permanent lietcue Corps .—(/) A permanent rescue corps shall 
be maintained at every Itescue Station. Exclusive of the Superintend¬ 
ent and of the person appointed to take charge of the Station in his 
absence, the corps shall consist of not less than six fully trained men. 
One or more members shall be trained to act as leaders. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the corp.s— 

(«) to conduct rescue work and take all practicable steps to mini- 
nii^ce danger in mines after any explosion or outbreak of fire 
or dangerous irruption of noxious or inflammable gas; 

(h) generally to fulfil any other obligations imposed upon them by 
these rules. 

31. .Attendance of Corps at Station .—The members of the rescue 
corps maintained at a Bescue Station shall be continuously employed at 
the Station, and in constant residence there: 

Provided that members of a permanent corps may be employed 
above ground in mines in the immediate neighbourhood of the Station, 
subject to the following conditions: — 

(/■) that not less than three members are always present at the 
Station at any time: and 

(//) that the prior approval in writing of the Chief Inspector to 
such employment is obtained and any conditions attached by 
him to such approval are observed. 


32. liescuc apparatus and equipment .—(/) At every Bescue Station 
there shall be provided and maintained, in good ordiT and ready for 
immediate use, apparatus and equipment suitable and sufficient to 
enable the rei|uirements of these rules to he carried out. Such apparatus 
and equipment shall include that specified in Schedule 1 to these rulcs^ 

(2) The following apparatus and equipment to be provided in pur¬ 
suance of sub-rule (/) shall Ih* of a type or standard approved by the 
Cliief Inspector: — 

to) breathing apparatus; 

(it) smoke helmets and other apparatus serving the same purpose: 

(c) gas masks; 

(d) reviving apparatus; 

(c) electric safety lamps and flame safety lamps; 

(J) first-aid boxes; 

ig) fire extinguishers. 
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Any apparatus or equipment approved by the Chief Inspector in 
]iarsuance of this rule may be approved either absolutely or subject to 
conditions. 

(3) No apparatus or equipment specified in heads (a) to (ff) in sub¬ 
rule (2) shall be provided or used at any Rescue Station or mine if it 
is not of a type or standard approved by the Chief Inspector. 

(4) Breathing; apparatus for use at a mine in rescue work or traininf? 
shall be obtained as required from the Rescue Station serving the mine. 

(5) All breathing apparatus and every flow-meter shall be adjusted 
and tested periodically, and the purity of oxygen for use in breathing 
apparatus shall l>e tested. The tests shall be made in the manner 
prescribed in Schedule H to these rules. 

33. Accidents mused by equipment or apparatus .—(/) A report in 
writing giving particulars of everv accident or dangerous occurrence 
arising nut of the use of any breatliing apjiarutus or smoke helmets or 
other aiqiaratiis serving the same purpose at any mine, shall be sent 
within 24 hours of the accident or occurrence to the Inspecdor of the 
Circle by the manager of the mim-. 

(2) If any such accident or dangerous occurrence t.ake.« place at any 
Rescue Station, a similar report shall be sent by the Superintendent of 
the Station. 


CHAPTER V. 


OkOANISATION ANl) EQtni'MKXT AT MiNKS. 

34. Appointvievl of men from mines to act with permanent rescue 
corps. —(7) The manager of every mine .situated in the areas to which 
the.se rules apply employing KM) or more persons underground shall 
appoint on the following scale fully trained men to co-operate with the 
Rescue Station in rescue work and praidice: —

(2) No breach of this rule shall be deemed io ha*.c arisen in conse- 
((uence of failure to maintain the full number of rescue workers requir¬ 
ed by the rule, if the manager of the mine pmves that he had made 
every effort to comply with the rule and that the failure was due to 
causes over which he had no control. 
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36. Ditpoxitwn of retcue workerx. —(/) So far an practicable it shaU 
be arranged that trained men for rcRcue work at a mine, where thera is 
more than one, shall not all he employed underfcronnd at the same time. 

(2) Effective arrangements shall be made at every mine for summon¬ 
ing rescue workers immediately their services are required. 

36. Telephonic cominvnie.a1ion. —Every mine situated in the areas 
to which these rules apply shall he in telephonic communication with 
tlie Rescue Station serving tlie mine: 

Provided that if the number of jiersous employed underground in 
a mine does not exceed one hundred, the requirements of this rule shall 
l)e deemed (o have been comidied witli if the oHice of the mine is situated 
within a distance of two miles from a telephone connected to the Rescue 
Station. 

37. Trarinpx xhowiny veniilutioii, etc. —There shall he kept at every 
mine, other than an open mine, in which the nuniber of persons employ¬ 
ed exceeds one hundred, situated in the areas to wliich these rules apply, 
in a form suitable for use by rescue workers, a .suffiidenl number of clear 
and legible tracings, not being less than three, of the workings of the 
mine up to a date not more than six months jirevictusly, showing the 
ventilation and all princi])al doors, stoppings and air-crossings, regu¬ 
lators and telephone stations, and distinguishing the intake airways 
by a different colour from the return airways. The signs used in these 
ttacings .shall be those specified in Schedule .1.11 to these rules. 

38. Sclerfion of rexcnc trorkerx. —(/) The persons to be trained in 
rescue work shall be <;arefully selected on the grounds of their coolness, 
powers of endurance and general suitability for the work, and, in the 
ca.se of men from mines to be trained to co-operate with permanent 
rescue corp.s, also on the ground of their knowledge of the mine. 

(~) No person shall l)e trained as a rescue worker unle.ss— 

(/) he is certified by a qualified medical practitioner after examina¬ 
tion in accordance with Schedule IV to these rules to be 
free from any organic disease or weaikiiess, and to be fit for 
undertaking rescue work in a mine: 

(»■/) he is considered by the Superintendent of the Rescue Station 
to be suitable for rescue w«)rk with breathing apparatus; 

(Hi) the manager of the mine at whicdi the person is employed 
certifies in writing that he has had sufficient underground 
expei-ienc«‘ for the purpose of r(*scuc work; and 

(ii>) he is the holder of a certificate of proficiency in first-aid from 
an organization approved by the (^hief lns))ector. 


31). .Mvdicol e.rtiniin(tfion of re.<ciie workee.'i .—Every rescue worker 
.so long as he continues to practise shall be I’c-examined every 12 mouths 
by a qualified medical lU’actitioner in ac«'ordance with Schedule IV to 
these rules, and no ]>er.sou shall continue to practise after re-examina- 
tion unless he is certified to he fit, 

4tl. Iii.itruction anil Practice. — \1) .Kvery person .selected for train¬ 
ing in rescue work shall undergo the course of instruction and practices 
»et out in I’art I of Schedule V to these rtiles, until he has been certified 
as efficient by the Superintendent.

(2) Bescue workers who hare been so certified shall undergo prac¬ 
tices and receive instruction as set out in I’art II of Schedule V to these 
rules. 

All practices required by Schedule V shall last at least ,two 
hours except on occasion when, in the opinion of the instructor, it is 
desirable in the interests of safety to curtail the practice. At some of 
the practic'es the breathing apparatus shall be worn continuously for 
two hours.

41. CofJe of Signals in training .—The <!ode of signals used in train¬ 
ing shall be that set out in Schedule VI to these rules. 


CHARTER VI. 


Conduct of Rescck Wobk. 

42. Duties of Manager or Principal official present at surface in 
emrrgrncic.i .—On receiving information of any emergency likely to 
require the services of a rescue corps or brigaile, the manager or, in his 
absence, the priiiinpal official present at the surface shall immediately— 

{a) telephone to the Re.scue Station; inform the responsible officer 
on •luty at the Station of the character of the occurrence; 
state whether assistance will be needed from rescue brigades 
other than the permanent rescue corps or tlic brigades 
attached to the mine; 

(h) summon the trained men attaclied to the mine; 

(c) summon medical assistance; 

{(I) telephone to tlie Chief Inspector or Insptictor; 

(e) if necessary, communicate with the I*olif,; Station : 


Provided that if the mine is not in telephonic communication w'ith the 
Rescue Station a message shall be sent by a reliable person to the nearest 
telephone for immediate eommuHlcatiou tt) the Rescue Station and the 
Chief Inspector or Inspector. 

43, Entrg into mines for rescue operation.—(1) No person shall be 
allowed to enter a mine or part of a mine which is unsafe for the purpose 
of engaging in rescue operations unless authorised by the manager, or 
in his absence, by the principal o£auial of the mine present at the surface 
Only nien trained in the use of breathing apparatus shall be permitted to 
enter the mine for the purpose of using such apparatus. 
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(2) Duriugr the prugi-eeii u£ such ujperatious, a person or persons shall 
be stationed at the entrance of the mine and required to keep a written 
record of all persons entering and leaving the mine. 

44. ^ Leader. —(7)^ Every eorps or brigade engaged in work with 
breathing apparatus iu a mine shall be under a leader appointed by the 
Superintendent of a Rescue Station. 

(Z) The leader shall not engage iu manual work, lie shall give his 
attention solely to directing the brigade and to maintaining its safety. 
He shall examine the roof and supports during the journey in and, if 
there is any likelihood of a fall, shall not proc’eed until the brigade has 
made the place secure. 

45. Nttmliers eiupluyed. — (1) The number of persous.in any corps or 
brigade using bi'cathing apparatus in a mine shall not be less than three 
or more than six including the leader. 

(2) Mure than one C4>rps or brigade may be em]>luyed underground at 
one time if in the opinion of the manager this is necessary for the saving 
of life. 

46. Supply of 0;ry!/(;it. -At least one person in every e-orps or 
brigade shall wear an a])])uratus having an extension for the supply of 
oxygen to another ])er8on in the case of necessity, if such apparatus is 
available. 

47. /usfruetious to hritfode reyardiny rescue operations. —(/) Prior 
to sending a brigade underground clear in.strujdlons shall be given by 
the principal official of the mine for the time being on the surface, or 
by a respimsible person deputed by the agent or manager, to the leader 
of the brigade as to where it shall go and what it shall attempt. 

(2) Tf the Superintendent of the Rescue Station serving the_ mine is 
present, the manager or the principal official in idiarge of the mine shall 
consult him before issuing such instructions. 

(3) Unless the leader is personally thoroughly familiar with the 
roadways in ipiestiim, the route to be follow’ed shall be marked on a 
tracing, wlii«‘h the leader shall take with him into the mine. 

{4) The leader shall not permit the brigade to go underground until 
he has received such instructi«in8 and, if necessary, sueh tracing. 

48. Fresh air bases. —(7) As soon as possible a base or bases shall be 
established in fresh air, us near to the irrcspirable zone or xoncs as safety 
permits. Each such base shall, if possible, be connected by telephone if 
the base is underground to the surface or if the base is on the surface to 
the shaft bottom. 

(2) Whenever men are at work beyond the base there shall be 
stationed at the base as soon as possible the following: — 

(a) two men, of whom at least one should understand rescue appli> 
anccs and first-aid; 

(h) a si»are brigade with rescue apparatus and ready for immediate 
seiwice; 

(c) one or more reviving apparatus, oxygen-revivers, stretchers, 
and birds.

49. Supply of gas-matks and arrangements at surface. — It the 
manag:er considers it necessary for safety, persons engaged in dealing 
with a fire shall be equipped with ^as-masks and a rescue brigade 
equipped with apparatus shall be maintained on the surface in case of 
necessity. 

50. Test of apparatus. —Before proceeding underground the leader 
shall test, or witness the testing of all rescue apparatus of the brigade. 
He shall check the equipment of his party, and, immediately before 
entering irrespirable air, shall make sure that all apparatus is working 
properly: 

Provided that if the leader and the manager of the mine consider 
that in order to save life the brigade should proceed at once into the 
mine, this test may be dispensed with if the apparatus has previously 
been tested at a Rescue Station. 

51. Duties of lender underground. —(7) Tf the atmosphere is rlear, 
the leader shall, when passing the junction of two or more roads, dearly 
indicate the route by means of arrow-marks in dialk. If the atmosphere 
is obscure the leader shall sec that a life-line is led in from fresh air, 
and shall not allow any member of the brigade to move out of reach of 
that line; or, if that course is impracticable, he shall not proceed until 
every road branching from the route is fenced across the opening. 

(2) The leader* shall keep the team together and shall not allow any 
member of the team to stray. 

(d) When using rescue apparatus the leader shall carry a watch, 
shall read the pressure of the compressed oxygen every 20 minutes or 
thereabouts, and shall commence the return journey in ample time. In 
travelling he shall adapt the rate to that of the .slowest member. If 
any member of the corps or brigade is in distress, he shall immediately 
return to the fresh air base with the whole brigade. 

(4) The leader shall not permit any corps or brigade using breathing 
apparatus in a mine to remain at work for longer than IJ hours at any 
oni! time. 

52. Duties of mr.mhers of rescue brigades. —Every member of a 
rescue corps or brigade engaged in work with breathing apparatus in a 
mine shall obey the orders (jf the leader of the team. 

5.3. Travelling with rescue apparatus. —In travelling with rescue 
apparatus, each member of the brigade shall keep the place given hiin 
when numbering off. If the pace is too quick, or if distress is felt, the 
member shall at once call attention to the fact. 

54. Restriction on sermid .spell of work. —No person shall commence 
a second or subsequent spell of work in noxious air without being 
examined and passed by a qualified medical practitioner, if present, or 
by the Rescue Station Superintendent or other competent person if a 
qualified practitioner be not present. 

55. Code of sigtmls. —Members of rescue corps or brigades shall, 
in general, use the signals prescribed in Schedule VI to these rules, in 
communicating to one another.

(viii) Cages of small birds for testing for ::arb(»n monoxide. 

(i.r) A motor ambulance or car of adequate capacity and power in 
constant readiness. 

(a:) Two portable signalling devices'.

Urmthing Apparatus-. Adjustment and tests. 

1. In every breathing apparatus which is arranged so as to give a 
uniform oxygen delivery, the reducing valve shall be so adjusted as to 
supply not less than two litres of oxygen per minute. 
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2. Every breathing a|>paratutt shall be thoroughly tested at ,leut 
once a month in the following manner, and the i-esults of the test giving 
such particulars ns the Chief Inspector by order in writing may specify 
in this behalf shall be recorded: — 

</) The apparatus shall be carefully examined in respect of its 
general condition and particular attention shall be given to 
any delicate and perishable parts. 

(it) The apparatus shall be tested for leakage by completely 
immersing it in water. For the purpose of this test the 
apparatus shall be fully distended and if it is a compressed 
nxygeii apparatus the ttxygen supply shall bo turned on. 
The apparatus, immerseil in water, shall be well shaken and 
closely examined in every ]»art for leakage by the Superin¬ 
tendent or one of the instructors of the Rescue Station, or 
hv the captain of the res<'ue brigade. If any leakage is 
obseiwcd the apparatus shall he deemed unsafe for use. 

This test may be omitted in i-espect of the puck of a liquid aii' 
apparatus in so far u.s it would la* damaged by immersion. 

(iii) The pressure at which any automatic relief valve disehurges 
shall l)e meusun'd. 


3. Tlie following additional tests shall be applied to compressed 
oxygen uppuratu.s: ■ 

{i) Tlie pressure in the oxygen cylinder sliull be measured. 

t»V) The rate tif delivery of oxygen shall be measured by a fl(»w- 
meter and if that rate is capable of being adjusted by tbe 
wearer of tbe apparatus, it shall be measured over tlie whole 
range of adjustment. 


4. .No breathing apparatus shall he used underground unless imme¬ 
diately before use it has been tested and found safe in the manner 
prescribed by paragru)>h (//) of clause 2 of this Schedule: 

Provided that us a matter of urgency to save life, this test may 
he omitted and a test for leakage hy mouth siiclinn applied instead. 

0 . The oxygen in every cylinder supplied for use in connection with 
breathing apparatus shall be analysed befoit! heiug used in a breathing 
apparatus, and no oxygen which is found to contain more than two per 
cent, of impurities shall he used. TJie results of eviuy analysis giving 
such particulars as the (’hief Inspector may require shall he recorded. 

6. Flow-meters shall be tested for accuracy at least once in every 
six mouths, and the results of every test giving such particulars as the 
Chief Inspector may require shall he recorded. 

7. Where by this Schedule any particulars are required to be 
recorded, they shall be recorded forthwith in a book to be kept at the 
station or mine, as tbe caw may be.

1. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the

PART II—CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS. 

Preliininarji. 

1. In t]i(!se ni1«!.s, unloHx iliore is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context,— 

(fl) “an elec.tion agent" ineana (hi* person appointed under (hese 
rules by a e.niididaie as his agent for an election; 

(h) “Attesting Otlieer’’ means siii-h olfieer as the District Magistrate 
may, by notifieiition in tlie Gasette, appoint to perform all 
or any of (lie duties of the Attesting Officer under these rules, 
and ineludes any otlieer depiiled for the time being to jierfomi 
his duties by tlie Attesting Officer, by an order in writing 
of which a coj>y sliall be sent to tlie Returning fflficer; 

(c) “Gasictte’’ means the (’olrttUa Gazette.', 

(d) “tJie Act” means tlie Jtengal Ts>cal Self-Government Act, 

IKSf); and 

(e) the expri*ssion “llelurning Officer” has the same meaning as 

the meaning assigniMl to the said expression in the rules in 
Part I and includes any person when performing any duty 
or fiiuction wliich such person is authorised to perform under 
suli-rule (/) of rub* 4 of the said rules. 


Noiiihialioii.'t and f/rncral (trneednrc at electinvx. 

2. (1) Any )>erson may be nominated as a candidate for election 

to fill a seat in any constituency if he is i|Ualified to lie clioseii to fill 
that seal under the Act or any rule made thereunder or an Act of the 
J'roviiiciul Legislature. 

(2) The District M.agist rate shall fix for each constituenc.y: — 

(rt) a date, not later than the t'ourteentli day after the date of 
the notification culling upon the constituency to elect a 
member, on or before which nominations are to be made; 

(/;) a further date, not later than the seventh day after the first 
mentioned date, for the scrutiny of nominations; 

(c) a further date not later (ban the day succeeding (he date fixed 
for the scrutiny of nominations, on or betore ■which candi¬ 
datures may be withdrawn; and 

(i7) a further date or dates on which a poll shall, if necessary, be 
taken; 

and the dates so fixed shall be ]>ub1ished in the Gazette by the District 
Magistrate. 

(.3) Gn the issue of a notification under sub-rule (2) it shall he the 
duty of the Returning (tfficer to give jiuhlic notice of the intended 
election in form 1 annexed to these rules in such langiiagi* or 
languages as he thinks fit. The said notii'c shall be ]>ablished in such 
manner and in such places within the <‘.oii8tiluen<!ie8 as the Returning 
Officer considers necessary. 
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(4) On or before the date fixed under clniii^e (a) of sub-rule (ii), 
each (candidate shall, either in person or by his proposer or seconder, 
betwe.en the hours of eleven o’elcwk in Oie forenoon and three o’eloeh 
in the afternoon, deliver to the ILdurninjr Officer or to such <it.her 
person as is authorised in this belinlf under rule 4 of the rules in 
l‘art I a uouiinutiou paper coni])l»'led in the form 8pe«-ifieil in S<‘hedule T 
and HulMcribed by the candidate himself as assenting: tt> the uominu- 
tion and by two p«-rsons referred lo in sub-rule (•'») as proposin' and 
sei'onder. 

(b) Any person whose name is included in the electoral roll of the 
constituency and who is not subject ti> any disabilities mentioned in 
section IbA of the Act may subsei ihe, as proposer or seconder, as many 
' nomination papers as there are vacancies to be filled but no more. 

((») Every uoniination i>aper delivered under sub-rule (-/) shall be 
uccoinpaniefi bv a declaration in writinfr subscribed by the candidate 
that the eundi^ate has appointed or does thereby afipoint as his elec¬ 
tion uffent for the election either liimself or some other iterson who 
is not disqualified under the Act or any rule made thereunder or an 
Act of the Proviiicial Ijcp'isluture for the aiqiointincnt and who shall 
be named in the declaration; and no candidate shall he deemed to be 
duly nominated unless such declaration is delivered alonp: with the 
nomination paper. 

(7) The nomination paper shall be accompanied by another declara¬ 
tion that the candidale lias selec.ted a symbol from the list specified in 
Schedule TI to tin’ rules; no candidate shall he tleeined to be duly 
nominated unless such declaration is delivered uloiifr with these 
nomination papers. 

(H) Any nomination pa])er which is not received before ,‘l o’clock in 
the afternoon on the date fixed under clause (a) of sub-rule (.‘i) shall be 
rejected. 

(9) On the presentation of nomination pajier, the Returnin^f Otficer 
may require the person presenliu”' the same to produce copies of the 
electoral rolls in which the names of the candidale and his priqxiser 
and seconder are included or of the iiece.ssary entries in sui'.li roll and 
shall satisfy himself that the names and numibers on the electoral roll 
of the candidate and his proposer and seconder as entered in the nomina¬ 
tion ]»aper are the same as those entered in the electoral roll. Where 
necessary he shall direct, that the former be amended so as to be in 
accordance with the latter. 

It shall be also competent for the Returning? Officer to altei or amend 
any entry in the nominalion juiper presented to him with a view to 
ensuring' accurate iind ade<]Uate piiblicsition under sub-rule (10) of the 
names of candidates and of persons who have subscribed the nomination 
pajier as proposer and seconder. 

(10) The Returniiifr Officer or other person autlcuised shall, on 
receiving a nomination paper under sub-rule (4), infotiu the person or 
persons delivering the same, of the date, time and jilace fixed fur 
se.rutiny of nominations and shall enter in the nomination paper its 
serial numlier, and shall sign thereon a certificate stating the date on 
which and the hour at which the nomination paper has been delivered 
to him: and shall, as soon as may be thereafter, cause tn be affixed in

sonifi conspicuous place in his office a notice of the uouiiuation contain¬ 
ing descriptions similar to those contained in the nomination paper, 
both of the candidate and of the persons who liave suhscrilied tfie 
nomination paper as iirojioser and sectonder.

11 annexed fo these rules subscrilbed by him and assented to by the 
proposer and seconder and delivered to the Returning Officer or other 
jierson authorised either by such candidate or jiersun or by his j>ro]ioser 
or seconder before Jl o’clock in the afternoon and the date fixed under 
clause (c) of sub-rule (^), and a candidate who has withdrawn his 
candidature shall not lie allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to be re¬ 
nominated as a candidate for the same election :

paper a Ooverninciit treasury rec^eipt (chalan) showing that a deposit 
of the amoiint jirescribed under se«;tion 15A of the Act has been made 
by him in the treasury; and no <‘andidute shall be deemed to la; didy 
nominated unless such deposit lias been made and treasury receipt 
has been enclosed with tlie nomination paper. 

(ii) For the purjiow of sub-seiition (.3) of section lOA of the Act 
the number of votes polled shall be di;emed to be the number of ballot 
pu])ers, other than rejected ballot papers, counted. 

(8) The deposit made by or on behalf of a candidate, whether

distitialitied under the Aet tir any rule made thereunder tir 
an Aet of the I’roviiieial Legislature or that the pixijioser 
or set'ouder, us the case miiy be, is tlistpialified under sul>-

(c) Nothing etiutained in sub-clause {iti), sub-claust* (•in), sub-t:luuHe 
(r), sub-clause (ni) or sul>-tdausc {vii) of clause (a) shall be 
deemed to authtirise the refusal <if a uomiiiatiou of any euutlidate on 
the ground of any ii-regulurity in resjiect of a nomination paper if 
the candidate has been duly noininuteti hy means of another nomina¬ 
tion paper in respect of which no irritgularity has been committed. 

(d) The Returning Officer shall not refuse any uomination pu|>er 
on the ground of a uight lechnittil defect such as the w'rong spelling 
of a name. 
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(3) (n) The Rettiruin;;' Officer nh^ll enthirse on each nomination itaper 
his decision accepting or rejecting the snine and, if the nominotion 
is rejected, shall reconl in writing a lirief statement of his reasons 
for such rejection. 

(h) The scrutiny shaill be ccnnplcteil on the day fixed in this behalf 
under idaust* (h) of sub-mile (~) of rule U and no adjonriimeut of the 
proceedings shall llte allowed. 

^4) (a) On completion of the scrutiny of nomiiiutioiis and after 
expiry of the period within wHiich candidatures may be withdrawn 
nnder sub-rule (21) of rule 2, the Returning Officer shall fiirthwith 
ermine syinlsds selet^ted by the candidates and if such symbols are 
found to conflict with enidi other, he shal'I allocate the symlMils in con¬ 
formity as fur as possible with the wisihes of the liondidate and if neces¬ 
sary by lot, and his decision in this respect shall be final. Each 
candidate or his eh'ction agent shall at tiie same time be informed 
of the symbol assigned to such conilidate and shall be given a sjieci- 
meii thereof.

of the fufit of the death of the candidate, countermand the poll and 
r«!port the fact to the District Magistrate and all proc.e<-dings with 
reference to the election shall lie <-oinuien(‘ed anew in all respects us 
if for a imw election : 

I’rovided that, no fresh iiomimition sliall be nec(>ssarv in the cu.se 
of a candidate whose nomination had been valid at the time of tin* 
countermanding of the poll. 

ti. (1) Tf the iiuinber of candidates who are duly uoininaieil and 
who have not withdrawn their candidature in the nianner and within 
the time sjiecificd in sub-rule (7/) of ruh> 2 exci*eds that of the seats 
to be, filled, the Keturning Officer shall forthwith ]iublish in th<> 
Gazette, ami in such other inunner as the District Magistrate may

7. (1) A candidate of the mimo’ity community duly nominated for 
ele<’ti<m to a seat reserved in a constituency shall la* deemed us a 
c,ondi<late foi- election both to the leserved seat as well as to the 
iiou-rescrved seat in that constituency and vice versa., vis., a candidate 
of the minority commmiity duly nominated for election to the nou- 
reserveil seat in a <!<mstituency in whi«-h a seat is reserved for that 
c<iiiiiiiuuity sllall be deemed as u candidate for election luith to the 
non-reserved us well as to "the reserved seat. 

'I’he election to such reserved anil non-reserved seat shall la* 
determined at the poll which shall be taken in that constituency on 
the date or dates fixcnl under sub-rule (2) of rule 2:

The hours of polliug shall ordinarily be uniform within each consti¬ 
tuency but the District Magistrate may in the case of any constituency 
specify different hours of polling within different areas. The District 
Magistrate shall publish the hours fixed for polling in such manner as

(2) The Eeturning Officer may, either for the comstitueucy as a 
w'hole or for a particnilar polling station of the constituency, for suffi¬ 
cient cause and with the previous consent of the District Magistrate 
postpone the date fixed for the poll to a date to be fixed by the District 
Magistrate, or for sufficient cause and with the previous consent of the 
District Magistrate extend the hour fixed under sub-rule (1) at whi(!h 
the poll shall close. 

10. (1) The Ifeluruing ()ffi(!er shall select for each constituency 
as many }M)iliug stations us he thinks necessary and shall publish, in 
such manner us the District Magistrate may direct, a list showing the 
polling stations so selected, and the polling areas for which they have 
resiiectivel.v been selected. 

(2) The Eeturning Officer shall appoint a presiding officer for each 
ladling sbition and such other person or persons (hereinafter referred 
to as polliug officer or officers) to a.ssist the presiiling officer as he 
thinks necessary: 

Provided that if a polling officer is absent from the polling station 
the presiding (dficer may appoint any person who is present at the 
polling station to be the polling officer during the absence of the former 
officer and inform the Eeturning Ufficer accordingly. 

(3) A jndling officer may, if so directed by the presiding officer, 
perform nil or any of the duties assigned to a ])residing officer under 
these rules. 

(4) If the presiding officer, owing to illness or other unavoidable 
cause, is obliged to absent himself from the polling station, his duties 
shall be perfonned by such pcdling officer as has been previously 
authorised by the Eeturning (IflScer to perform such duties during any 
such absence. 

11. (1) The presiding officer shall keep order at the polling 
station, shall see that the election is fairly conducted, shall regulate 
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the number of electorH ttt be u«bniliei1 ut one time, iiud sliall exclude 
ull other pereonH except— 

(//) the polling; officer or oificerN, the candidnies, and one ai^eiii of 
each candidate (liereiiiaftei- referred io as the polling; af^eiit) 
a))pointed Jii writing by the caiidiiluie, and authr>rlsed in this 
behalf by file Beturnin^ Officer. 

(h) the police officer nr officers (»r other public servants on duty, and 
(c) the persons referred to in rule 18. 

(2) At lensf. seven days before the date fixed for the poll every 
candidate shall forward to the Keturninif Officer of tiic cjmstituency the 
name of the pollinfif a^cnt ap]>oititc4i in w'ritiiig’ by tlie candidafe: 

Provided that, in the case of ihe revocation of appoiutuient of, or 
the death of a polling agent, tlie Beturniug Officer may allow the 
appointment of another agent in his place at any time before the pull is 
taken. 

(3) There shall be at least two police constables or chaukidars on 
duty either inside or out.side the jiolling station, as the presiding officer 
shall direct, who .shall under the orders of the prt'siding officter assist in 
expediting and regulating the passage of electors inside the pulling 
stntion or maintain order eitlier inside or outside tlie polling station. 

(4) The presiding officer shall close the polling station at the hour 
fixed for the cbi.se of the poll under sub-rule (1) iir sub-rule (2) of rule 
}), as the case may be, so as to prevent the admission thereto of any 
elector after that hour, jirovided that all elect firs present at the polling 
station before it is .so c]o.sed shall be entitled to have their votes 
recorded. 

(5) Tn emergencies such as a disturbance of the public peace or the 
intervention of floods the presiding officer f<ir any polling station may. 
with the previous approval of the lietuming Officer, close the p»)ll at 
such stntion and announce an adjournment of the jioll to a date to be 
notified later. The Ueturning Officer shall immediately report the 
circumstances to the District Magistrate ami the Di.strict Magistrate 
shall, as soon as may be, appoint a date on which the pidl shall 
recommence at siicli polling station. The luiur at which the 
poll shall commence and the hour at which the poll shall cdose on 
such date shall be fixed by the District Magistrate. The date so 
appointed and the hours so fixed shall be notified in such manner as the 
District Magistrate may direct. 

12. If any person mi.scoiiducts himself ut the polling station or fails 
t4* obey the lawful orders of "the presiding officer or the polling officer 
jierfomiing the duties of the presiding officer, he may immediately by 
order of the presiding «ifficer or such polling officer, be removed from 
the polling station by any police officer or by any other person authorised 
in writing by the presiding officer or such judling tifficer to remove him; 
and the person so removed shall not unless with the permission of the 
presiding officer or such polling officer be allowed again to enter the 
polling station during the day: 

Provided that this power shall not be exercised so as to prevent any 
elector who is otherwise entitleil to vote at any polling station from 
having an opportunity of voting at such station. 
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J3. EhcIi polling Htaiioii hIihII be furiiiHlieti wiMi Nucti number of 
cumpartinenlH, in wliich eleclors can renoni llieir votee Htsreened from 
obNervatinn, as the ReturniiiK t Officer iliinks necessary. 

14. (J) The Returniiiij: Officer shall jirovide at. «'a«‘h pollin); staiinii 

one ballot box for «‘a<‘h of (lie <*an(H<1utcs in each polling (*oinpartnient 
thereof and the ballot, boxes shall be so placed in the (*<inipartmeiit that 
an elector can insert his ballot paper in any of the boxes without beiiifc 
observed by any other person : 

(2) The symbol assif^ued to each sucdi candidate shall be printed and 
pasted on each such ballot box toprether with the name of the respective 
candidate. 'J'he ballot box of each candidate shall also be clearly 
marked with his iianie in Hiiiprlish. Benfrali and/or any other vernacular 
laiippuage as may la*, decided by the lleturninp: Officer. 

(3) Outside and inside eacdi such polling station there shall be dis¬ 
played on boards to be provided for the purpose by the Ret.urninp: 
Officer, in bold and clear print, the name of each candidate in Enp'lish, 
Beiip:ali and/or any other veraacular lanpruai^e as may be decided by 
the Returning; Officer, the name of the symbol with which his ballot 
box is marked anil the syinbid its(‘lf. 

(4) The Returning; (ftfi«-er shall also provide at eui'li polliiif; station 
instruments for stamping; the official mark on ballot pu|H*rs, us many 
ballot papers us may be necessary, copies of the electoral roll or of such 
part thereof as contains the names of the voters entitled to vote at sucfi 
station. 

(b) The official mark shall be kept .secret and a period of not less 
than seven years shall intervene betwec>n tlie use of (he same official 
murk at elections for (lie .same constituency. 

lb. Kvery ballot liox shall br* so constructed that the ballot papers 
can be introduced therein, but cannot he withdrawn therefrom, without 
the box Iteiiif^ unlocked. The presiding; offici>r at any polling; station, 
immediately before the coinniencenient of the poll, shall show eaidi 
ballot box to be used at the poll to such ]>ersons as may be iiresenf in 
such station, so that they may see that it is empty, and he shall then 
lock it up and place his seal upon it in such manner as to prevent its 
being; opened without Invaking; such .seal, and shall keep it so locked 
and sealed. 

1(>. Before the ]>o]ling; station is open for the recording; of votes, 
the presiilinjr officer sliall ivail to sui-h persons us may be present the 
provisiou.s of section 14 of the Indian Election Offences and Enquiries 
Act, 1920. and shall exjilain the substance thereof in the vernacular of 
the distrii’t. 

17. (1) The voter on entering (he polling; station, shall first 

approach the person in charg'e of the eleidoral roll who shall ascertain 
the voter’s name, address and such other narticulars as appear on the 
roll, and having; checked these with tin* ndl, 1*811 out the number, name 
and des(*ription of the voter ns iirintc*d. ilc shall then place against 
the uumlier of the voter in the roll a short horizontal line to denote that 
the voter has iviteived a bollt paiier. No other murk shall be made on 
the roll.

voter that he shall plai*c the former ballot paper in one of the ballot 
boxes of c-andidates for the reserved seat, anil the latter in one of the 
ballot boxes of candidates for the iion-reservcd seat. 

18. At every polling: station a Panchayal ol the clioukidari union, 
or the T’resident or a member or oHicer of the union board, included 
within the electoral area of the c.onstituency, the voters in respec.t 
of which arc entitled to vote at such polling: station, or any other 
person whom the presiding: officer considers suitable shall, as far as 
]irac.ticable, be present from the commenc'enient of the pcdl and shall 
sit in I’losc proximity to the polling: offii’cr in charg’e of the electoral 
roll and shall assist him in identifying the electors calling his atten¬ 
tion to any case of impersonation or misrepresentation when the matter 
shall at once be referred to the presiding officer. 

19. (1) The voter, on receiving the ballot paper, shall show the 
official mark thereon to the presiding officer or to the polling officer 
performing the duties of the presiding officer, and forthwith proceed 
into the polling comparliuent where he shall put his ballot paper iuto 
the ballot box or boxes of the candidate or candidates for whom he 
desires to vote. Every voter shall vote without undue delay and shall 
quit the polling station as soon as he has put his ballot paper into the 
ballot box : 

(2) The presiding officer may, at any time while a poll is proceed¬ 
ing, enter any polling compartment and may take such steps as may 
be necessary to «*nHurc that the boxes remain ready for the rei'cption 
of ballot papers, and that no vofer delays unduly in any such comparl- 
Tiient and that not more than one votor is in any such compartment 
at a time. The presiding officer may also see that no elector resorts 
to any malpractices w’ilhin the jiolling compartment. 

20. If any voter, owing to illiteracy or infirmity, is unable !•<» 
read the symbols on a ballot box the presiding officer sliall put the 
ballot paper into the ballot box ac.c.ording to the direction of the voter. 

21. At any time liefore a ballot paper is delivered to a voter the 
presiding officer or the polling officer may of bis own aooord, if he has 
reason to doubt the identity of the voter or his right to vote *t such 
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station, an<l sliaM, if so requlrer] by a' rnnriirlato or polling af^ent put 
to thi* voter the fnllowiiip iiuestions: — 

(/) Arc you the person eTir«)]lefl as follows (readinf^ the wliole

(;^) Have you already v»iU'd at the present tdeetion in this uoiisti- 
tiHsne.y ?

and the voter shall not Ihe supplied with a ballot paper if he refuses to 
answer any one of the fpiestions and unless he answers the first question 
in the uffirniative, the second qtiestion in the neffutive, and, at a ifeiieral 
election, the third question also in the nep:utive. ’ 

2‘2. (I; 'I’he ballot pup«*r shall be in Eorni IV annexed to these 

rules and shall 1 h- printed in such lan^uafre as the District Mafristrate 
may direct. 

(2) Every pollinu’-station shall have a distinctive letter or numiber 
allotted to it. The serial iiuniher and the name of the cionstituency shall 
be j>riiited on every bullol ]ia)ier and its eonnterfoil.

RESOLUTION.— No. 4195 Misc. 


Calcutta, the 2.'>th February 1938. 
Read— 

1. Memorandum No. 1H80 R.O.. 
dated the 2Hth August 1937, from the 
Commissioner, T’resideney Division, 
submitting tlic final report. 

0 

2. The year 1935 was a drought year 
in West Rengal. and this district, like 
others in this area, was seriously 
affected, the out t urn of niis and aman 
paddy l)eing exceptionally poor, and the 
rahi crop of 1935-36 l)eing equally bad. 
The au.>< and oman crop of 1936 pro¬ 
mised to be g(X)d everywhere, but au 
abnormal rise in the level of the Bhagi- 
rathi in August 1936 caused a flood 
which added to the agricultural distress 
by destroying, in certain areas, a 
quarter of the au.'t and half of the aman 
crop. The area affected was 76 square 
miles with a population of 37,000 in 
the Sadar subdivision; 8 square miles 
with a po])ulation of 3,532 in the 
Ranaghat subdivision; 49 square miles 
with a population of 23,900 in the 
Chaudanga Subdivision; 83 square miles 
with a population of 57,900 in the 
Kustia subdivision; and 233 square 
miles with a jmpulation of 108,824 in 
the Meherpur subdivision. With the 
help of the district board relief 
measures were instituted early in 1936 
to cope with the situation caused by the 
drought of 1935; and these measures 
had to be renewed during the monsoon 
of 1936 in consequence of the destruc¬ 
tion of crops by flood. They consisted 
of the following:— 

1. Test works. 

2. Gratuitous relief. 

3. Distribution of loans. 


3. Test works were started by the 
district board, on a very small scale, at 
Nakashipara in March, and in Santipur 
in April, and continued till May 1936. 
They consisted of repairs to roads, and 
cost Rs. 553 only. The number of, units 
relieved was 4,757. A much greater 
number of labourers was expected to 
turn out to the works, and the small 
attendance can only be ascribed to the 
comparative scarcity of lalmur in this 
district, as compared with the neigh¬ 
bouring district of Murshidabad. The 
failure of crop was sufliciently serious 
to give rise to apprehension of a much 
greater degree oi distress than was 
actually di.sclosed by test. 

4. Gratuitous and charitable relief 
was given in accordance with the proce¬ 
dure laid down in the Bengal Eamine 
Code. In addition to a Government 
grant of Rs. 5,996 the district board 
allotted Rs. 1,550 from the District 
Fund, and public subscriptions amount¬ 
ed to Rs, 450. Thirteen paddy husk¬ 
ing societies were organised in Ihe 
Ranaghat and Sadar .subdivisions at 
a cost of Rs. 1,044 to give employment 
to lielpless women. 

5. A total .sum of Rs. 41,500 was 
distributed as agricultural loans in 
1935-36 and Rs, 1,34,745 during 
.1936-37. Rujiees 1,000 was advanced 
under the .Land Improvement Loans Act 
fo encourage private w’orks. 

The demand foi* agricultural loans 
was comparatively small until sowing 
operations began in 1936, when 
the demand became suddenly urgent. 
Every endeavour w'as made to cope with 
this sudden demand, and Government 
were iiromjit in complying with requisi¬ 
tions by local oflicers. 

6. The flood caused suffering and 
very great inconvenience to the people, 
but relief measures were adequate. It 
is interesting to note that the frequent 
recurrence of floods in this district 
appears to be connected with the revival 
of the moribund river system, and if 
only arrangements can be made for the 
speedy drainage of the flooded areas, 
the ultimate result of the floods will l)e 
a great increase in the fertility of the 
low-lying lands,

1. In these regulations, unless 1101*0 is anything repugnant in the

(«) “District Health Officer” means the Health Officer of the dis¬ 
trict appointed hy the district board under sub-set^tion {3) 
of section 91 of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act oi 
188.5 (Bengal Act III of 1885); 

[h) “Sanitary Inspector” means a Sanitary Inspector appointed 
by the district board under sub-section {3) of section 91 of 
the Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885; 

(c) “Board” means a district hoard constituled upder the Bengal 

Tiocal Self-Oovernmenl Act of 1885; 

(d) “Union Board” means a union board constituted under the 

Bengal Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V 
of 1919); 

(e) “suspected cholera” means any disease accompanied by vomit- 

ting and diarrhoea; 

(f) “patient” means a person suffering from or suspected to be 

suffering from cholera; 

(g) “medical practitioner” means any person practising the medi¬ 

cal profession. • 

3. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
ither as owners or occupiers of that land, such jwrsons shall be held 
tly and severally liable for carrying out any measiiri* ordered in a 
ce under these regulations, and the names of any one or more of 
I joint-holders may be entered upon such notice at the discretion 
he District Health Officer and the District Health Officer shall not 
ound to enter the names of all the joint-holders in the notice. 


Notices, 

1. If in any case the District Health flffioer considers that the 
e of a notice under these regulations is likely to lead to such an 
punt of delay as might facilitate the spread of cholera he may forth- 
1 tidee such steps as he may think fit for carrying out the work, and 
1 thereafter, as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person con¬ 
ed stating the reason why such work has been carried out. 

1. If any measure which the District Health Officer has, by a 
ce issued under these regulations, required to be carried out, be not 
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carried oat to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notioe the 
District Health Officer shall be entitled to carry out the measure. 


Co»ti and compensation. 

5. (i) All expenseB incurred in carrying out any work in pursuance 
of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the board 
except in an^ case where the onler directs a person to carry out any 
work in relation to property in his possession, in which case the 
lixpenses shall be paid by that person: 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the District Health 
Officer to pass such an order, are not attributable to any act or default 
of the person in possession of the property, the board may pay to such 
person the whole or a part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying 
out the order. 

(2) The board may recover all expenses incurred by the District 
Health Officer in carrying out the measure under regiuation 4 from 
the person or persons to whom the notice was originally issued. 

6. Tlie board shall pay adequate compensation to any person who 
has sustained substantial loss or damage by reason of anything done 
under these regulations: 

Provided that no person shall receive any compensation lor anything 
done or suffered under these regulations, iif he has failed to carry out 
an order issued under these regulations within the time specified in 
the order and to the satisfaction of the District Health Officer. 


’Location of disease. 

7. When a case of cholera or suspected cholera occurs in a bouse, 
the nearest male relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the 
absence of any such relative tl»e occupier of the house, or if the occupier 
be the patient, some male inmate of the house shall, within twenty-four 
hours of the onset of the disease, give information regarding the occur¬ 
rence of such case either personally or in writing or by means of the 
chaukidar or other village watchman to the nearest Sanitary Inspector. 

8. (i) If information has not already been given under regulation 
7, the medical practitioner called in to attend upon any case of eWera 
shall forthwith give notice of the case by special messenger to the 
nearest Sanitary Inspector and by post to the District Health Officer 
and the cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed by the 
board. 

(2) The doctor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
district shall forthwith give notice of any case of cholera brought to 
such hospital or dispensary for tre.atment to the nearest Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor by a special messenger and to the District Health Officer by post 
and Oie cost of such messenger in each case shall be defrayed liy the 
board. 

9.. Presidents of union boards in union board areas and thana 
officers in non-union board areas shall supply to the District Health 
Officer such periodical returns of cases of cholefa as he may from time 
to time call u]^n them to furnish. 

10. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
examine any person who is, or suspected to be, suffering from cholera 
or who, in his opinion, may be infected with or likely to spread cholera. 

Isolation of patients and evacuation of houses, etc. 

11. When the Dutrict Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector con¬ 
siders that the isolation of any patient is a precaution necessary for 
'the protection of the neighbouring population, he shsdl order the patient 
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to observe isolation and may order tbe nearest relative in attendance 
on the patient, or tbe occupier of tbe bouse in which the patient is 
sta^ng, to arrange for tbe isolation of the patient in such a manner 
ana for such a time as may be approved by the District Health Officer 
or the Sanitary Inspector. 

He shall not direct the patient to be removed from the house unless 
it is in his opinion impossible to make proper arrangements for his 
isolation therein. 

12. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may order 
tliat any person, who has in his opinion been exposed to infection from 
cholera, shall take such drugs in such quantities as may be specified 
by the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector or shall submit 
himself to auti'cholcra inoculation within a time to be specified in the 
order. 

13. No person shall «!nter any place wherein a patient is isolated 
under regulation 11 without Ihe permission of the District Health Officer 
or a Sanitary Inspector. 

II. The board shall provide free of charge suitable places, with 
necessary atleiidanls, niedie.ine, diet and oilier necessaries for jiorsons 
isolated under regulation 11: Provided that a private individual may 
provide places certified by the District Health Officer as being fit for 
the purpose of such isolation. 

15. No person, who is or has been suffering from cholera, shall 
leave the place where he has been staying until he has received from 
the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector written permission 
to do so. 

IG. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
any person to allow_ to be carried out by siuffi agency and within such 
time as may be specified in the order, such measures for the disinfection 
or evacuation of any premises in the occupation of such person or for 
tho disinfection or destruction of any of his personal effects, as the said 
officer or inspector may consider necessary. 

IGA. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
during the prevalence of any outbreak of idiolera order that any basar, 
shop or ollmr public place shall remain closed for such time as nay 
appear to him to he necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, 
mcla or other gathering to which people from several villages commonly 
or periodically resort. 

17. The ilistrict Health Officer or a Sanitary Insimetor may direct 
the owner or occupier of any premises to cause to be inoculated with 
anti-cholera vaccine within a time to be specified in the order any person 
residing on such premises and under the control of such owner or 
occupier if the Distried Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is of opinion 
that such person has been exposed to infection from cholera. 

18. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspecdor may forbid 
any person who has been a patient or who has, to his knowledge, been 
in contact with a patient, to act os vendor of any article for such period 
as may be specified in the order. 

18A. No person shall carry , or permit to be carried in a public 
conveyance a patient except in the case where a patient is carried with 
proper precautions to a hospital. 

19. No person shall sell any article which has been in contact with 
a patient until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of tbe District 
Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector. 

19A. No person shall expc«e in any street, shop, baaar or any 
public place any clothing, bedding or other article which has been in 
contact with a patient or shall cause or suffer such articles to be carried 
in any public conveyance, but nothing in this regulation shall ajtply to 
a person who transmits with proper precautions against spreading the 
disease any such article for the purpose of having ue same disinfected. 
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19B. No person shall carry or permit to be carried in a public con¬ 
veyance the dead body of any person who has died of cholera without 
the previous written permisison of the District Health Officer or Sanitary 
InBpe(;tor, and without taking proper precautions against spreading the 
said disease. 


Water-nupply. 

• 

20. (Z) When the District Health Officer (»r a Sanitary Inspector 
is of opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible 
source of water-supply is contaminated or is likely to be contaminated, 
lie may at once take such steps as he deems necessary to close such 
well, tank, pool or other source of water-supply, or may require the 
owner or occupier of land upon which such well, tank, pool or source 
of water-supply is situated, to take steps to close the same to the satis¬ 
faction of the District Health Offii!er or the Sanitary Inspector, as the 
case may be, within such time as may he specified in the order. 

(2) The Di8tri«!t Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
such owner or occupier to keep closed during such a period as shall he 
specified in the order any a'ell, tank, pool or other sources of water- 
supply closed under paragraph (/) of this regulation. 

Explanation .—In this regulation, “to close” includes the placing 
of chaukidars to prevent access to the well, tank, pool or other source 
of water-supply. 

21. When, the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector is of 
opinion that the water in any well, tank, pool or source of water-supply 
is contaminated he may disinfect it or order its owner or occupier to 
disinfect it with such disinfectants as he may 8 pecif 3 ' in such quantities 
and at such times as he may think fit. 

22. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may pro¬ 
hibit persons from entering into or using for drinking, bathing, or 
any other purpose, daring such period os may be specified in the order, 
the water in any well, tank, pool or other possible source of water- 
supply, which, in his opinion, is contaminated or likely to be conta¬ 
minated. 

23. The District Health Offii^er or a Sanitary Inspector may, by an 
order published at such places as he may think fit, set apart any well, 
tank, part of a river, stream or channel not being privatt* property, or 
being private property with the consent of the owner, for the supply of 
water for drinking or culinary purposes and may prohibit therein or 
within a distance therefrom to be stated in the order all bathing, wash¬ 
ing of clothes or animals, or other ac‘ts calculated to pollute the water; 
and may similarly set apart any wejil, tank, part of a river, stream^ or 
channel fi»r the purpose of bathing or for the purpose of washing 
animals or clothes or for any other purpose connected with the health 
and cleanliness of the people using such water-supply. 

24.. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may pro¬ 
hibit persons from easing themselves, or throwing, depositing or dis¬ 
charging any rubbish, sewage or offensive matter, into any well, tank, 
pool or other, sourco of water-supply, which is used by the public, or 
within such a distance from such well, tank, pool or source of water- 
Bupply as he may fix. 

Contervanoy and tetDoge ditpotal. 

25. The District Health Officer or a* Sanita^ lUspector may (1) 
prohibit the committal or continuance of any nuisance, or (2) require 
the person causing any nuisance or the person occupying the premises 
on which any nuisance exists to remove such nuisance. 
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Explanation .—In this regulation, “nuisance” means anything which 
in the opinion of the District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector is 
likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of cholera. 

26. Whenever the District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector 
is satisfied that the condition of any privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cess¬ 
pool is such as to cause risk of spreading cholera to the inhabitants of 
the neighbourhood he may order the occupier of the land in which such 
privy, urinal, drain, sewer or cesspool is situated to disinfect, or to 
allow an officer of the board to disinfect, the same with such disinfec¬ 
tants in such quantities and at such time as the said officer or inspector 
shall think fit. 

27. The District Health Offi(;er or a Sanitary Inspector may for the 
prevention of the outbreak or spread of cholera order the owner or 
occupier of any land to repair or make efiiciept to the satisfaction of 
that officer or' inspector any drain, sewer, privy, urinal or cesspool 
which is situated upon such land or to remove any such drain, sewer, 
privy, or urinal or close any such cesspool within sucjh time as may be 
fixed by the said officer or inspector. 


Miseellaneotu. 

28. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may during 
the prevalence of any outbreak of cholera order that any market, shop 
or other public pluc,e shall remain closed for such time as may appear 
to him to be necessary and may forbid the holding of any fair, mela 
or other gathering to whic-h people from several villages commonly or 
periodically resort. 

29. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may require 
the owner or occupier of any land to clear and remove, within the 
period specified in the order, any vegetation upon such land the exist- 
enc.e of which in the opinion of the saidofficer or inspector conduces to 
the committing of nuisances upon such land. 

30. The District Health Offic.er or a Sanitary Inspector m^y issue 
general orders that by a specified date certain sanitary precautions of 
a simple nature, such as lime-washing of houses, clearing of latrines 
«)!• the removal of filth or rubbish shall be carried out to his satisfaction. 

31. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Officer may prohibit 
persons from retaining or selling clothes taken from the bodies of 
persons who have died of cholera and may cause any such clothes to 
b(^ destroyed. 

32. No person shall, without the written permission of the District 
Health Offic.er or a Sanitary Inspector, dispose of any corpse except by 
burning or burial. 

33. The District Health Officer may approve burning or burial 
grounds and may by order direct either generally or specially in nsspect 
to any specified area, that corpses shall not be burned or buried at 
places other than those so approved by him. 

34. Any person burning or causing to be burnt any corpse shall 
cause the same to be completely reduced to ashes, and shall likewise 
c-uuse the clothes or other articles brought with such corpse to be reduced 
to ashes. 

S.*). The District Health Officer may direct that no person shall 
bury or cause to be buried any corpse which, in the opinion «if the Dis¬ 
trict Health Officer, is likely to si>read cholera, in a grave, not con¬ 
structed of masonry and less than six feet deep. 
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36. The District Health Officer may order that no dome or other 
servant of the board employed for the disposal of corpses shall withdraw 
from his duties without the permission of the District Health Officer 
unless such dome or other servant of the board has given notice^ in 
writing not less than one month previously of his intention so to with¬ 
draw. 

37. The District He^th Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
through any person authorised by such officer or inspector in that behalf 
seize and dispose of any corose, which, in the opinion of the said officer 
or inspector, is infected with or is likely to spread cholera, unless the 
relatives or friends of the deceased person satisfy him that they are 
prepared and able to dispose of the corpse in a manner which will pre¬ 
vent the spread of cholera. 

38. (i) The District Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector may 
require any person who appears to be acquainted with facts in connection 
with any case of cholera or suspected Solera to attend before him at 
a time to be stated in the order and at wy place_ not more than one 
mile from the place where such person resides or is staying when the 
order is issued, and such person shall appear as so required. 

{2) When the person summoned to appear under par^raph (/) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public 
suitable precaution shall be taken to respect the said custom. 

39. (1) The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may 
examine orally any person who appears to be acquainted with the facts 
and circumstances of a case of cholera or suspected cholera. 

{2) When’the person ta be examined under paragraph {1) is a female 
who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, the officer 
shall take her statement under such conditions as shall admit of due 
respect to the said custom. 

{3) Such person shall be bound to answer all questions relating to 
such case put to him or her by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him or her to any 
criminal charge. 

40. The District Health Officer or a Sanitary Inspector may, w'ith 
such assistants (if any) as he thinks fit, enter upon any land, or after 
two hours’ notice in writing, into any premises or building used for 
human habitation at any time between sunrise and sunset for the 
purpose of carrying out any measure or making any enquiries authorised 
by these regulations. 

41. The crew of any inland steam vessel or boat which plies in 
any canal or river and other persons residing on such vessel or boat 
shall be subject to these regulations. 

42. All inoculations under these regulations shall be performed 
gratuitously. 

43. (t) Orders issued by the District Health Officer or a Sanitary 
Inspector under these regulations shall be in writing. 

(ii) The officer issuing such orders shall cause copies of them to be 
served upon any persons named in them, 

(m) The nearest relative of a patient or the occupier of the house 
in which the patient is staying shall, if a copy of the order under regu¬ 
lation 11 has been served upon him, give to the nearest Sanitary 
Inspector or to his office, immediate notice of any disobedience of the 
order by the patient.

Under section 566 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, any person who has been con¬ 
victed more than once of certain offences— e.g., theft, robbery, dacoity, coining—and sentenced 
for a term of three years or upwards can bo ordered to report his residence or any change of or 
absence from his residence to the police for a maximum period of five years after his release. 
A breach of this order is punishable under section 176 of the Indian Penal Code with simple 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to 
one thousand rupees, or with both. It has been reported that this punishment does not act 
as a deterrent to habitual offenders and that orders >mder section 665 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure are frequently contravened. This Bill pn)po8ea to amend section 176 the Indian 
Penal Code so as to make a specific provision therein for this offence and to alter the punish¬ 
ment therefor into one of imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend to 
six months or a fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or both.

STATEMENT OF OlirECTS AND REASONS. 


This Bill is intended to remedy an <imission in the Indian Railways Act of 1890 (as amended). 
This Act contains, at present, no provision that gives Government the power to prescribe maxima 
and minima rates and fares for railways in India. Govomraent has, however, exercised this 
power since the beginning of railway operation, over all railwa 3 rB in India, irrespective of whether 
they are owned or managed by itself or by private companies or by Indian States, local autho¬ 
rities, or provincial governments. To give this iK»wer of the Central Government statutory 
recognition, until such time os a new Federal Railway Law is passed, or for a period extending 
for five years after the Federation, an amendment to the Indian Railways Act has boon found 
necessary.

A Bill to mnsolidate, the provuiotie of Muslim Law relating to 
suits by married Muslim women for dissolution, of marriage 
and to remove doubts as to the effect of apostasy of a 
married Muslim woman on her marriage tie. 

Whkkkas it is expedient ounsolidate the provisions 
of Muslin) I.*w relating to suits by married women for dissolu¬ 
tion of marriage and to remove doubts aa to the effect of 
apostasy of a married Muslim woman on her marriage tie; 
It is hereby enacted as follows ;— 


1. (/) This Act may Ih» callod the Muslim Dissolution 
of Marriage Act, lO.I 

{2) It shall apply to the whole of Britisli India and sliail 
come iutt> force at once. 

2. In this Act. unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or wmtoxt. (/) " Maliki Law ” shall mean Muslim Law 
as laid down by the “ Maliki School and (2) “ Hanafl Law ” 
shall mean Muslim Law as laid down by the “ Hanafi School 

3. A married Muslim woman may bring a suit against 
her husband for the dissolution of her marriage on 0113 ' one

(A) . 1. That her husband is absconding and there is no

2. That her husband is suffering from insanitx' of a 

dangoftms t 3 'pe or leproHN’;

(2) Suits brought on grounds mentioned in section 3 (B) 
shall be heard and decided according to Hanafi Law. 

6 . The conversion of a married Muslim woman to a £uth 
other than Islam shall not by itself operate to dissolve her 
marriage. . , 
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Trial of suits. S. (a) Subject to the {mivisums laid douTi in the Code of ' 

Civil Procedure, 1908, regarding the trial of euita, a euit for y of 1908. 
the dissolution of marriage by a married Muslim woman shall 
be filed in the proper Court, provided that the presiding 
officer of that (/ourt is a Muslim. 

(6) If the presiding officer of the (kiurt mentioned in (a) 
be not a Muslim, then such a suit shall be filed in the Court 
of the District Judge, who may try it himself—^if he is a 
Muslim—or send it for trial to any Muslim Judicial Officer 
in his District without any consideration for pecuniary 
or territorial jurisdictjon. 

(e) If the District Judge is not a Muslim himself and no 
Judicial Officer as mentioned in (ft) above is available, 
then the District Judge shall send the case for trial to a 
Muslim Judicial Officer available in the nearest District. 

(d) In case of transfer of a Muslim Judicial Officer pending 
the trial of a suit under this Act and his substitution by a 
non-Muslim Officer, the record of the case shall .be sent back 
to the District Judge of the District where the suit was 
instituted and the said District Judge shall dispose of the 
case in accordance with (ft) and (c) mentioned above. 

(e) Appeals from the decision of the trial Court shall lie 
to the High Court and shall bo heard and decided by a Muslim 
Judge of that Court. 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND KEASONS. 

* There is no provision in the Hanafi Code of Muslim Law enabling a married Musipn woman 
to obtain a decree from the Coiu-ts dissolving her marriage in case the husband noglecte to main¬ 
tain her, makes her life miserable by deserting or [jersistontly maltreating her or absconds leaving 
her unprovided for and under uertahi other circumstances. The absence of such a provision has 
entailed unspeakable misery to innumerable Muslim women in British India. The Hanafi J urists 
however have clearly laid down that in coses in which the application of Hanafi Law causes hard¬ 
ship, it is permissible to apply the provisions of the “ Maliki, Shafi’i or Hambali Law ”. Act¬ 
ing on this principle the Ulemas have issued fattms to the effect that in coses enumerated in 
clause 3, Part A of this Bill, a married Muslim woman may obtain a decree dissolving her 
marriage. A lucid exposition of this principle can be found in the book called “ Heelat-nn- 
Najeza ” published by Maulana Asbraf Ali Sahib who has made an exhaustive study of the 
provisions of Maliki Laa- which under the circumstances prevailing in India may be applied to 
such cases. This has been appro' od by a large number of Ulemois who have put their seals of 
approval on the b<K>k. 

As the Courts are sure to hesitate to apply the Maliki T.iaw to the case of a Muslim woman, 
legislation recognizing and enforcing the above-mentioned principle is called for in order to 
relieve the sufferings of countless Muslim women. 

As to cases oovoroii by clause 3, Part B Hanafi Law makes the nociossory provision for 
granting the appropriate relief. 

Now remains the question of the personnel of the C'ourta giving decrees in dissolution 
of marriage coses. The Muslim Law requires that the decroo should be passed by a Qazi who 
must l)e a “ Mussalman ”. Under the present circumstances this is not |;H>ssible. but it is possible 
to get such a suit decided by a Muslim presiding officer. To attain this object clause 6 has been 
added, which gives the available facilities to the litigants to get the dispute decided by a Muslim 
officer. 

One more point remains in connection with the dissolution of marriages. It is this : the 
Courts in British India have hold in a ntuuber of coses that the apostasy of a married Muslim 
woman ipso facto dissolves her marriage. This view has been repeat^ly challenged at the bar, 
but the Courts continue to stick to precedents created by rulings based on an erroneous view of 
the Muslim Law. The Ulemas have issued fatwas supporting non-dissolution of marriage by 
reason of the wife’s apostasy. The Muslim community has, again and again, given expression tiu 
its supreme dissatisfaction with the view held by the Courts. Any number of articles have 
been appearing in the press demanding legislation to lectify the mistahe committed by the 
Courts, hence clause 5 is proposed to be incorporated in this Bill. Thus by this Bill the whole 
Law relating to dissolution of marriages is brought at one place and consolidated in the hope 
that it would supply a very long-felt want of the Muslim community in India. 

In the end it may alsc> be made clear that the procedure and conditions as laid down in this 
Bill arc expected to satisfy all the schools of Muslim thought anil so this Bill is made applicable to 
all Mussalmana residing in British India.

<-ho]eru. and for the medical inspec-tiou, isolation, observation and 
veillaiice of jtersoiis suffering from, or suspected of lieing infected ’ 
cliolcra in the said district for a penod of four months: — 

Temporary regulations for the prevmition and oontroi of cholera. 

1 . In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: — 

(rt) “Sanitary lnspe«‘tor" means a Sanitary Inapt‘ctor apjiointed by 
the liujpur Municipality; 

(li) “suspecteil cholera’’ means any disease accom]tanied by vomit- 
ting and diarrhrea; 

(c) “patient" means a person suffering from or suspected to be 

suffering from cholera; 

(d) “medical practitioner" means any person practising the 

medical profession. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, 
wlndbcr as owners or occupiers of that lanil, such jiersons shall be held 
jointly and severally liable for carrying out any measure ordered in a 
notice under these regulations, and the names of any one or more ot 
sui‘ii joint-holders may he entered u^um such notice at the discretion 
of the Sanitary Inspector and the Sanitary Inspectoi shall not be bouml 
to Ciller the iiaiiies of all the joint-holders in the notice. 

NotiCM. 

3. If ill any case the Saiiitai^' Inspector considers that the issue of 
a notice under these regulations is likmy to lead to such an amount of 
delay us might facilitate the spread of cholera he may forthwith take 
such' steps us he may tliiuk fit for carrying out the work, and shall 
llicrcafler. as soon as possible, issue a notice on the person concerned 
slating the reason wliy such work has lieen carried out, 

4 . If any lucusure which the Saiiituiy lusjiector has, by a notice 
issued under these regulations, reiiuired. to be carried out, lie not carried 
out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice the Sanitary 
Inspector shall la* entitled to carry out the measure.

Sanitary Inspector.

7, the medical practitioner called in to attend ujhiii any case of cholera 
shall forthwith give notice of thf> (*ase by special messenger to the 
Sanitary Inspector and the cost of such messenger in each case shall 
bs defrayed by the municipality. 

(J?)_The dootor-in-charge of a hospital or a dispensary within the 
municipality shall forthwith give notice of any cose of cluilera brought 
to such hospital or disjiensary for tnuitmeiit to the Sanitary Inspector 
by a special messenger and tlie (<ost of such messenger in each case 
shall be defrayed by the municipality. 

9. licgistrars of births and deaths shall supply to the Sanitary 
inspeettir smdi periodical returns of cases of cholera as he may from 
time to time call upon them furnish.

Alt cMiiuiuation in the Art uud Practice of 
Teaching? fttr teachers wlto teach through flie 
inediiiin of Kn^lish employed in aided and 
unaided secondary schools in the Rajshahi 
Division will he lield on the Kith May 1938 
and the day followiup, if required, at the 
JalpaiKiiri Zilla School. 

The eicaminatiun for teachers of all suh- 
jects tnuclit through tlte medium of verna¬ 
cular and fur teachers of oriental classical 
languages employed in secondary schools will 
also be held at the snnnt centre on the sante 
dateg.

1. Two classes of students are admitted to the college: — 

(/) CtwZ wpilt' clots .—Admission to this class is restricted to 
students, male or female, who were born within or whose greats are 
domiciled within the territorial jurisdiction of the Calcutta University. 
Three students are also eligible for admission from the Dacca University 
area and three from the Dacca Intermediate Board. Students from 
other provinces and from Indian States for whom places have been 
reserv^ are also eligible for admission to the college. 

Only students who intend to take the M. B. examination of the 
Galcutto University are admitted to this class. 

(2) Military pujjUs' cla **,—Only European or Anglo-Indian students 
are admitted to this class (see separate prospectus for military pupils 
whose admission is regulated by the Director-General, Indian Medical 
Service). 

Notx.—C asual students are not admitted. No studenta are admitted other than 
those in one or other of the above classes. 

2. The minimum preliminary qualification for admission is the 
First Class Pass certificate of the I. Sc. examination of the Calcutta 
University with Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics or an examina¬ 
tion recognised as equivalent to it. This rale may relaxed in favour 
of Muhammadan students and such candidates having passed the said 
examination in the second division may be admitted, provided they are 
otherwise considered suitable, to make up the number allotted for the 
Muhammadan students. In assessing the claims of those eligible for 
admission special weight will be attached to proficiency in English. 

3. (a) Female students qualified under rules 1 and 2 will be 
admitted to the college, provided there is a vacancy in the Swarnamoyee 
Hostel in which all female students must reside. For special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, the Principal may allow any female student 
to reside outside this Hostel. 

(h) Female students studying in the college but belonging to pro¬ 
vinces other than Bengal and not domiciled in Bengal will pay rents 
for accommodation in the Swarnamoyee Hostel. 

4. The session commences with the summer term which begins on 
the Idth June and ends on the day before the commencement of the 
Durga Puja holidays. The winter term commences on the day after 
close of the Durga Puja holidays and ends on the 31st March. 

5. Ail applications direct from new students in Bengal for admis¬ 
sion to the college should be accompanied by a fee of Bs. 4 which will 
not be refunded. 

All new students must apply for admission to the Principal, Medical

Hospitals, Central Provinces, six students (including one female 
student) by the Inspector-General, Civil Hospitals, Assam, and six by 
the authorities mentioned in rule 5 (c). 

These students must possess the qualifications mentioned in rule 3 
and the nomination must reach the Principal, Medical College, Calcutta, 
before the lOth June each year, failing which the vacancies will be 
Klled with local candidates.

The names 
of students whose ftws are more than 30 days overdue will be i^poved 
from the rolls of the college. 

{a) A student detailed to hospital duty who overstays tlie authorised 
vacation lcav<> without the permission of tlie I’lincipul will he lialde 
to pay a fine of Its. 2 only for each day of overstay. 

13. A student kept hack in, or referred back to the edass in which 
he was previously studying on account of his failure to appear at or pass 
any examination prescribe*! for promotion to the next higher class, will 
pay Its. 5U each term until he passes the examination in question, after 
which he will pay fees on the full scale laid down in rule 11. 

14. The fee for certificates issued to civil students leaving the 
college before completing their study shall be Us. 40 for each course of 
Icctut'es and piwticnl classes and Hs. 30 for every three months of 
hospital practice. 

[In calculating the sum to be paid under this rule the amount of 
college fees paid by the student (or in the case of a student enjoying a 
stipendiary scholarship and freo tuition the amount of which would 
have been paid by him had he been a paying student) shall be 
deducted.] 

15. Students who fail to appear at w^to pass the Final M. B. 
Examination shall immediately on readmission after failure, pay fees 
each term at the rate of Us. 25 for each of the subjects in which they 
are to appear at the subsequent examination. 

16. The fee for post-graduate students undergoing a course of 
training in the Pathological, Bacteriological, Physiological or Chemical 
Laboratory is Us. 90 for a period not exceeding six months. 

17. Students who hold scholarships awarded by the Government 
of Bengal or Government scholarships awarded by the Board of Inter¬ 
mediate and Secondary Education, Dacca, and all holders of Mohsin 
Stipend irrespective of the authority granting such stipend are not 
required to pay the annual fee of Us. 200 for the year in which they 
hold such scholarships if they are natives of Bengal or if their parents 
ai-c domiciled in Bengal. All holders of other scholarships, whether 

S ranted by other Ijocal Governments, Local Bodies or the Dufferin 
'und, shall pay the same fees as Civil Students. .

Test Exarainatious in each of these subjects will bo held during 
the course of the First Year Class an<l .students who fail* in these 
examinations w'ill not be sent up for the Preliminary Scientific M.B. 
Examination. Students failing* to pass tlhu Preliminary Scientific 
M.B. Examination of the Cab'utta University four times within two 
years will be transferrad to the Membership Course of the State 
Medical Faculty of Bengal. (Such students shall be allowed to appear 
at the Primary Aleiiilhership Kxamiiialioii of the Slate Medical Kaiculty 
at the first two avuilalde examinations after their transfer to tlie .Mem¬ 
bership Coui'se and they will be permanently rcmov(*d from the J'olls 
of the College in case of their failure* to ysiss the Primary .Member¬ 
ship Examination in the seeond cliaiice.)

Pathology. 

Test Examinations in Elementary Bacteriology and General Patbo- 
lotry. Pharmacology and Materia Medica will be held during the 
course. Students who fail* in these Teat Examinations will not be 
sent up for the Second M.B. Examination. This year’s curriculum 
also includes Hospital Practice for 12 months and 20 practical classes 
in Clinical Methods and 30 Demonstrations in Practical Surgery and 
Bandaging. Students who fail* four times to pass the Second M.B. 
Examination will not be allowed to cxintinue in the M.B., Course, but 
will be transferred to the Membership Course of the State Medical 
Faculty of Bengal.

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V. Fifth Tear (one suiumer and one winter term)— 

Lectures on Forensic Medicine and attendance at 12 Medicole|ir<*'l 
Pust-uiortem Examinations and Lectures on Hygiene and Public Health 
with Practical Demonstrations. 

Test Examinations in Uhese subjects will be held during the course. 
Students who fail* in these Test Examinations will not be sent up for 
the Third M.B. Examination. This year’s curriculum also iuclndes 
lectures on Medicine, Clinical Medicine, Surgery, Dental Surgery 
(Optional), Midwifery, 20 Demonstrations in Practical Midwifery and 
Hospital Practic;e for 12 months. Studeuts w'ho fail* four times tf> 
pass the Third M.B. Examination will not he allowed to continue in 
the M.B. Course, but will he transferred to the Membership Course 
of the State Medical Faculty of Bengal. 

VI. Sixth Year (one summer and one winter term)— 

Lectures on Advanced Midwifeiy, Ophthalmic Surgery, Clinical 
and Operative Surgery, Mental Diseases, Hospital Practice for 12 
months, including attendance in the special depnrlincuts fur diseases 
of the eye, ear, nose and throat and venereal -diseases, elementary 
instruction in lladiidogy and classes in Special Patliolngj’ and in 
Surgical Auatoiny. 

Any student failing* to puss the Final M.B. Examination of the 
Calcutta University w-itliin the limit of 19 months calculated from the 
date of the c-mididatu’s passing in a subject or subjects of the said 
examination, will he transferred to the Membership Course of the 
State Medical Faculty of Bengal. 

19. In oi«lcv to qualify for signature for lectures and Prac.tii-al 
Classes and attendance at Hospital 75 per cent, of possible attendance 
at lectures, demonstrations,'Practical Classes and working days in the 
wards of the Hospital is compulsory. Absence with or without leave 
is calculated as non-attendanc.e. 

2U. The following are the scholarships and rewards obtained by

(б) Ten college sciiolarships of Its. 12 eayh with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the 
second year’s Test Examinations, provided they have not attended more 
than one course in the second year. 

(c) Ten scholarships of Rs. 12 each with free tuition awarded to 
the first ten studeuts on the results of the Test Examinations of the 
third year class, provided such students also pass the First M. B. 
Examination of the Calcutta University at the Aral attempt. 

(d) Ten scholarships of Its. 12 each with free tuition tenable for one 
year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test Exami¬ 
nation of the fourth year class, provided 8U(;h students also pass the 
Second M. B. Examination of the Calcutta University at the first 
attempt. 

(e) Ten scholarships of lls. 12 eaiib with free tuition tenable for 
one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the fifth year class, provided such students also pass 
the Third M. B. Examination of the Cahiutta University at the first 
attempt. 

^'OTX.—Only students of Bengal are allowed to compete for these scholarships. 
40 per cent, is the pass mark for Text Examinations, 60 per cent, in the agsreffaUt 
must be obtained by a candidate to bo eligible for a scholarship. All scholarships 
are granted subject to good conduct and satisfactory progrew. 

(/) Six Government scholarships (one tor ca<-h yeuj) of the value 
of Bs. 25 will be. awarded to the female sludc'uts of the regular classes 
who do not hold Dufferiu or other scholarships except Mrs. Mary 
Chandra’s Scholarship.

(a) Mohsin tcJwlarships ,—Six stipends of the value of ^.16 each 
teni^ie in the Medical College, Calcutta, are annually awarded by the 
Director of Public Instruction from the Mohsin Endowment ^nd^ to 
deserving poor Bengali Muhammadan students in the following 
manner:— 

Two scholarshps on admission tenable for one year only on the 
result of the I. Sc. Examination. 

Two scholarships tenable for tw<* years on the result of the Preli¬ 
minary Scientific M. B. Examinati<jn. 

Two scholarshhis on admission tenable for three years on the result 
of the First M. B. Examination subject to their passing the Second 
and Third M. B. Exarainulions in regular course. 

(h) A limited number of stipends will be granted to Muhammadan 
students in straitened circumstances who must prove to the satisfaction 
of the Principal that they arc pour and deserving Bengali Muhammadan 
students. 

21. If on account of the death, resignation or dismis^l of any 
college scholar a scholarship falls vacant, such a scholarship for the 
remainder of its tenure will he awarded to the next best student in 
the list of the first scholarship examination or to such other students 
as the Principal may consider fit. 

22. Holders of college scholarships, any other Government scholar¬ 
ships or Trust Fund Scholarships administered by Government are not 
eligible for the Durga Choran Laha Scholarship. Similarly a student 
already bolding a scholarship, either on the results of the University 
Examination or grunted by Government, is not eligible to compete for 
the college scholarships. 

23. Civil students who at any time are kept back for a second year 
of study, in all the subjects of one curriculum, are thereby rendered 
ineligible for any of the stipendiary scholarships awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal. They are, however, eligibie for the special scholar¬ 
ships, Mohsin Stipends and class prizes and medals, and certificates of 
honour of the college except the Sir Frank Connor Memorial Prize for 
which only the regular students are eligible. 

24. Certificates of honour to the number of three in each subject, 
may be aw’arded by the Professor, subject to the sanction of the 
Principal, to students who have nut obtained the medal but are deemed 
worthy of it (on the result of the test examination in that subject or 
any special Honours Examination held for the purpose).
